struck usas avery discouraging clement of 
Japanese character that people should be 
willing to listen {o and circulate complaints 
about the supposed hardships which the 
emigrants to Hawaii haveto endure. If tho 
Japaneso ery out the momont they feal the 
pinch of toil, there is little hope of their 
achieving national greatness. We believes, 
however, that they aro made of sterner stuff, 
and that they krow how to estimate the 
thoughtless murnura of effeminate senti- 
mentalists. Tho Hawaiian planters have 
always shown themsclves most willing 
to consider and adopt any . suggestions 
made on behalf of the Japancee inimi- 
grants, who, for the rest, are protected by 
a treaty probably tha most comprehensive 
and inelastic that was over framed. in 
tho interest of any body of setilers. At 
present Korea and Hawait may bo called 
tho triat grounds of Japan. In the formor 
tho Japanese merchant has almvet shown 
that he can hold his own against both 
Western and Chineso competitors; in 
the latter the Japancso labourer is fairly 
on the way to contradict the pessimists who 
used to declare him incspable of regular 
and sustained toil, It isto be hoped that 
neither exporiment will be interrupted, 
Nothing would surpriso us less than tu see 
the Japineso in Hawaii rise’ from psub- 
ordinate positions to be themselves owners 
of plantations. Jf sugar can only find its 
way into the United States on greatly 
changed terms, as the now. tariff proposes, 
the conditions of its production in Hawaii 
will beso altered as to increase the pre- 
mium on Japanese cioperation, Without 
pausing to considor this quealion, however, 
it seems to us that the nation may well 
- congratulate itself on an andertaking which, 
in the space.of five years, has enabled four- 
teen thousand of its labouring folks—eleven 
thousand n @2 and threo thousand women— 
to transmit two million dollara from a 
foreixn conntry to their own, and which, 
at tho same t'me, has put half a million 
dollars into the pockets of the principal 
Japancao Steanship Company. Thero can- 
not be much doubt about the expadicucy of 
prosecuting aud if possible developing such 
an onterprise,—Japan, Majl.

SHANSI NOTES. 


? Singan Fu, July, 1890. 
This morning we wero eurprised to hear 
that the Seventh Prince was in town, and, 
what is more surprising, that ho had beon 


the Mandarins suspecting his presence. He 
camo from SH 7L, but now tho. rumour 
has beon contradicted ; it turocd out to be 
sone ono-vf Jess impystance, 

I don't know whethor yéi havo heard 
that there has becn a Fégular aot-to hero 
between the Tatars and the Mohsmmedans, 
The former occupy a rather desorted looking 
corner within the northern gate of the city. 
They aro supposed to number about’ ten 
thousand. The-Mohammedans are said to 
form a third of the population, which at a 
rough guess may be put down at 300,000 
souls, The quarrel arose among idlers at 
a theatrical performance within tho Tartar 
city, and soun took tho proportions of a 
party Gght, 300 children of tho Prophot 
struggling against 700 Banoermev. The 
fight, however, came to an abrupt: covolu- 
sion by a panio acizing the Mohammedans. 
Tho rumour: had spread that the gates of 
the Tarlar city were being closed. Im- 
mediately tho Mohammedans, fearing that 
thoir retreat would be ent off and aid from 
their co-religioniats outside prectuded, 
‘mado. for ono of the gatcs anid broke 
through. Tho judicial investigation : has 
condemned tho Imperial retainors in 
damages, for having used swords obtaincd
